REVIEWS FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Secretary of Treasury Declares That 
W all 
Street Is Overdoing Pessim- 
lam and That There Are Good Con­ 
ditions Everywhere In the Country. 
Anxiety About Railroad Legislation 
Unwarranted, He Says.

This element of uncertainty, it was 
learned, already has been studied by 
the cabinet, and the administration 
policies are 
being shaped to meet the 
situation.

Secretary 
Mellon believes, 
it was 
stated, that the soldier bonus measure 
should be accompanied by some ac­ 
ceptable plan of taxation to raise the 
required revenue. 
This, it was ex­ 
plained, must he a method that will 
not interfere with the present hope 
of reducing taxes that are considered 
confiscatory of tile higher income«.

was added, had been intended to ap­ 
ply to reduction of taxation. 
It is this general atmosphere of un­ 
certainty that is responsible for what 
the secretary considered unwarranted 
pess.iini«m in W all street and busi­ 
ness circles in general.

that he believes conditions through­

It was added that 
reports to him «how no unemploy­ 
ment or depression

He be­ 
lieves, however, that big business is 
unduly alarm ed 
over other causes. 
H e feels that while the situation in 
Europe Is adm ittedly bad, particular­ 
ly in Germany, that this element is 
not of sufficient force to affect the

The bonus, too, is a factor in this, 
it was pointed out, but as soon as a 
definite policy is outlined and busi­ 
ness knows what to expect, this w ill 
be offset. 
In the opinion of the secretary the 
real cause for anxiety is the number 
of what he terms ’ radical«” who are 
coming into congress and what they 
w ill do to the railroads and business 
in general.

The United States in proposing the 
12-mile modification for dealing w’th 
rum running does not wish to impaii 
the accepted three-mile lim it of terri 
torial jurisdiction. 
Once the Ameri 
can 
viewpoint is thoroughly under 
stood abroad, it is felt, Great Britain 
will be w illing to join with the United 
States in effective measures to stop 
the smugglers who use the British 
flag as a shield.

He has spent the entire su mmer in 
the northeastern section of the park, 
where heaver are especially active. 
The beaver in

Secretary of Treasury Declares That 
Wall 
Street Is Overdoing Pessim­ 
ism and That There Are Good Con­ 
ditions Everywhere In the Country.

Unwarranted, He Says. 


Washington, Oct. 9.— Secretary of 
the Treasury 
Mellon Indicated the 
bonus bill certain to be introduced in 
the next congress must also provide 
the means for raising the required 
money to secure his approval. 
This was brought, out In a review 


of the financial situation 
in which 
these paints were stressed: 
First, 
that W all street is overdoing pessim­ 
ism; second, that there are good con­ 
ditions everywhere in 
the 
United 
States; third, there is undue appre­ 
hension about the situation in Eu­ 
rope, and fourth, there is unwarrant­ 
ed anxiety about railroad legislation 
and the strength so-called radicals 
will sway in congress. 
This element of uncertainty, it was 
learned, already has been studied by 
the cabinet, and the administration 
polit ies are being shaped to meet the 
situation. 
n * lf 
Secretary Mellon believes, It was 
stated, that the soldier bonus measure 
should be accompanied by some ac­ 
ceptable plan of taxation to raise the 
required revenue. 
This, it was ex­ 
plained, must be a method that will 
not Interfere* with the present hope 
of redu in*, taxes that are considered 
confirca.cry of the higher incomes. 
The 
savings 
now 
being 
effected, 
amounting to hundreds of millions, It 
was added, had been Intended to ap­ 
ply to reduction of taxation. 
It is this general atmosphere of un­ 
certainty that is responsible for what 
the secretary considered unwarranted 
pessimism in W all street and busi­ 
ness circles in general. 
It was stated 
that he b elieves conditions through­ 
out the U n it'♦ States to be sound in 
every p articu lar and in no way to re­ 
flect the 
situation 
as 
reviewed 
In 
financial circles. 
It “was added that 
reports to him chow 
no unemploy­ 
ment or 
depression 
in 
any of 
the 
great industrial 
activities. 
He be­ 
lieves, however, that big business is 
unduly alarmed over other causes. 
He feels that while the situation in 
Europe is admittedly bad, particular­ 
ly in Germany, that this element ie 
not of sufficient force to afreet the 
unusually 
sound 
conditions 
in this 
country. 
The bonus, too, ie a factor In this. 
It was pointed out. but as soon as a 
definite policy is outlined and busi­ 
ness knows what to expect, this will 
be offset. 
In the opinion of the secretary the 
real cause for anxiety is the number 
of what he terms “ radicals” who ere 
coming into congress and what they 
will do to the railroads and business 
in general. 
The proposal to compel 
consolidation of 
the railroads and 
bring about sweeping reduction in 
freight rates are causing the most 
anxiety In his opinion.
